COURT IS ASKED TO DISMISS 
WASHINGTON EVOLUTION CASE 


Loren H. Wittner Had Charged 
School Authorities With Teach- 
ing Disrespect for Bible.

WASHINGTON, July 27.—Wash- 
ington authorities asked the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Supreme Court 
today to dismiss the action of 
Loren H. Wittner, who charged 
school authorities with teaching 
disrespect for the Holy Bible. 

The court was asked to set Fri- 
day as the date for hearing on the 
motion, and this probab)y will post- 
pone the hearing on Wittner'’s com- 
plaint which was scheduled for to- 
morrow. 

Four grounds for dismissa! 
were outlined as follows: That 
Frank W. Ballou, Superintendent 
of Schools, and W. P. Hay,. head 
of the department of biology. who 
were charged with teachtng or al- 
lowing to be taught the subjects 
against, were not 
named as defendants in the suit, 
which seeks to stop their salaries. 
That Wittner has not shown that 
he would suffer any injury differ- 
ent from any other taxpiyer. That 
the complaint lacks precision, con- 
sisting of statements of theories 
and conclusions on Wittner’s part, 
and that no facts are stated as to 
matters alleged to be taught in 
disrespect of the Holy Bible, or in 
what particulars fhey are in disre- 
spect. That no facts are alleged 
or shown which are within the 
meaning of the statute. which pro- 
hibits expenditure for salaries to 
persons teaching disrespect for the 
Holy Bible.

Friends Expected to Ask That 
Body Be Allowed to Lie in 
State in Capitol.

WASHINGTON, July 271.—A spot 
high on the slope of Arlington, 
overlooking the capital and near 
the monument erected to those 
who died on the Maine, was ten- 
tatively selected today as the burial 
place of William Jennings Bryan.» 
Tiere his body will rest sur- 
rounded by the tombs of many oth- 
ers who served in the . Spanish- 
American War,.145 feet above the 
Potomac, on an eminence , com- 
manding a clear view of the me- 
morial amphitheater and the tomb 
of the Unknown Soldier on the 
one hand and the Lincoln Memc- 
rial, the Washington” monument 
and the Capitol on the other. 

The mausoleum built for Admir- 
al Dewey, and in which his body 
reposed until its recent removal to 
the Washington cathedral, is only 
76 yards distant. 

The burial plot will be unshatied. 
A small locust tree now flourish- 
ing. upon it will be removed. to 
make place for the tomb. At a lit- 
tle distance. however, the grass 
green slope is fringed with olf 
oaks. 

Ben. G. Davis, a personal friend 
and former State Department of- 
ficial entrusted by Bryan himself 
with the funeral preparations, se- 
lected the aite largely use of 
the unobstructed view across the 
riverg@to the Lincoln Memorial. He 
was impelled, he said, by the dead 
leader's admiration for the mar- 
tyred Civil War President. 

As Colonel of the Third Nebraska 
Infantry during the war . with 
Spain, the Commoner is entitle! to 
a military funeral, and the firing 
of a salute over his grave, but be- 
cause of hia long advocacy of the 
cause of peace, the mi''tary fea-

His lecturing activi- 
ties, however, expanded, and the 
country heard of him successively 
as an advocate of woman suffrage, 
as @ radical leager in the prohi- 
bition movement, as a preacher 
against evolution and finally as a 
defender of literal interpretation of 
the Bible. 

Intolerant of Opposition. 

He carried prohibition and fun- 
damentalism into the General As- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church, 
to which he was a delegate i:: the 


spring of 1923, with a motion to 
require clergy, teachers, students 
and the entire church member~* 'p 
to pledge themselves to tota! absti- 
nence, and with another decree to 
deny fellowship to all) who would 
not accept the Scriptures as writ- 
ten. When the Assembly found it- 
self unable to follow this progr..n 
in its entirety, he complained bir- 
terly that he had been “steam- 
rollered.” 

In politics hig issues had shifted 
easily from fiat silver to im perial- 
ism, to Government ownership of 
railroads and utilities, according 
to hig reading of public spirit: but 
in the causes which he defined is 
moral and religious he was pitiless.

Although Mr. Bryan's leadership 
of the Democratic party was brok- 


en definitely at the national con- | 


vention in San Francisco in 1920, 
when he was defeated in his effort 
to have a dry plank included in the 
platform, he continued to wield an 
enormous influence in the political 
thought of thousands of voters. 
Having become a permanent legal 
resident of Miami, Fla., he was 
elected from that State as a dele- 
gate to the Democratic conven:!on 
in New York City in the summer 
of 19234, He took a prominent part 
in the long drawn-out proceedings 
in Madison Square Garden, but his 
influence was trivial when com- 
pared with his position at previous 
conventions of his party. 


Active in 1924 Convention. 

He was simply a part of the drive 
for William G. McAdoo, but his 
advocacy of the nomination of 
McAdoo had no effect in breaking 
the deadlock Which continued for 
two weeks between McAdoo and 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith. At that con- 


vention he was dwarfed by half a 
dozen politica] figures.

Mr. Bryan had long been an 
avowed opponent of the Darwin 
theory of evolution. In the last 
two years he had been particular'y 
outspoken in his denunciation of it. 
Many months before Scopes und 
Dayton, Tenn., leaped to national 
prominence Mr. Bryan was frank- 
ly advocating that State Legisia- 
tures prohibit the teaching of the 
theory of evolution in the public 
schools. , 

Among the Legislatures which 
he addressed on this subject was 
that of West Virginia, in 1923, 
when a bill similar'to Tennessee's 
statute was being considered. He 
said: 

“School teachers paid by taxation 
should not be permitted to teach 
under the guise of science or 
Philosophy anything that under- 
mines faith in God, impairs belief 
in the Bible or discredits the Son 
of God and the Savior of the 
world. Evolutionists rob the Sa- 
vior of the glory of the _ virgin 
birth, the majesty of His Deity and 
triumph of His resurrection, They 
weaken faith in the Bible by dis- 
carding the miracles and the su- 
pernatural and by eliminating from 
the Bible all that conflicts with 
their theories. They render the 
book a scrap. of paper.” 

In later addresses, and during 
the recent Scopes trial at Dayton, 
Mr. Bryan denounced the Darwin 
theory as the greatest enemy of re- 
ligion and declared it was under- 
mining Christianity in the schools 
and colleges of the country. 


“No Truth Disturbs Religion.” 

“I don’t object to scientific 
truths,” he insisted, “for no truth 
disturbs religion. What wé object 


to is for any scientist to put forrh 
his guess and demand that we sub- 
stitute it for the word of God. 
Evolution is an enemy of the Bible 
and furnishes a respectable excise 
for men to deny the Bible." 

His arguments and oratory at 
Dayton and his bitter verbal pas- 
sages with Clarence Darrow, noted 
criminal lawyer, denounced by -m 
as an “infidel” and an “agnostic,” 
repeated the identical views ex- 
pressed in the: above quotat‘cne. 
Mr. Bryan insisted repeatedly that 
those who did not accept his view 
were attempting to undermine re- 
ligion. With equal vehemence he 
denied that he was attempting to 
establish religion by law. 

Among his writings on the esub- 
ject of evolution were “The Menace 


of Darwinism” and “The Bible and’ 


Its Enemies.”’ 

Mr. Bryan's political critics were 
kinder to him than were the church 
men and scientists who reviewed 
his efforts to swing the Presby- 
terlan General Assembly to  ex- 
treme committals on _ prohibition 
and evolution. Various clergymen 
condemned him as a fanatic, who 
would ruin the church rather then 
save it. Dr. Henry Van Dyker ‘d 
Bryan would deny fellowship ‘to 
Christ as a partaker of wine. 


Sincerity Not Impugned. 
Scientific comment on Bryan's 
denial of evolution was in substan- 
tial agreement ihat he knew noth- 


ing of the subject on which he 
spoke. The politicians, in what- 
ever degree opposed to him, con- 
ceded his ablilities and did not im- 
pugn his motives or his sincerity. 
His political adversaries held him 
in wholesome fear as a spellbinder, 
and they conceded cheerfully that 
there was substance behind § the 
graces of his oratory. 

The speech that vitalized him as 
a national figure by projecting him 
as the Democratic oandidate ‘or 
the presidency in 1896 had not only 
the quality of eloquence, but it 
voiced a sentiment subtle enough 
to poll more than 6,500,000 votes 
for him at the ensuing eiection. He 
had gone to the convention as a 
delegate, with no thought on the 
part of his associates and perhaps 
none in his own mind that he 
would take more than oting part 
in the proceedings. His main job 
there, indeed, was as a reporter for 
the Omaha World-Herald, and hav- 
ing his head and hands tolera’ ly 
full in noting the proceedings. A 
free silver plank written by him 
was under discussion and speak- 
ers were tiring the convention 1. ith 
learnéd views as to whether such 
a plank should be adopted unless 
it should provide for bimetallism 
by international! agreement. 

Mr. Bryan went to the platform 
to relieve an irksome stage of the 
debate. The delegates saw a man 
of barely 36, with fine -arriage and 
a ringing voice. The buzz of ban- 
ter in the auditorium hardly rub. 
sided in that presence unt!l some 
magic fire in his words, denouwne- 
Ing a proposed compromise, caught 
and held them. He had the con- 
vention attentive in a moment. 
When he had finished there wre a 
whirl of enthusiasm, which did not 
subside until he had been named 
as the candidate, 

Speech That Nominated Him. 

Here are a few eloquent extracts 
and the conoluding paragraph of 
the famous “Cross of Gold" apeech 
that nominated him:

“He is be-n, he acts, he dies. But 
principles are eternal, and this -nas 
been a contest over a principie. 
Having behind us the produring 
masses of this nation and the 
world, supported by the commercial! 
interests, the laboring interests and 
tollerg everywhere, we will answer 
those who demand a single gold 
standard by saying: 

“You shall not press down upv 
the brow of labor this crown of 
thorns. You shal! not crucify man. 
kind upon this cross of gold.” 

In the campaign Mr. Bryan made 
his face and voice known to the 
country, traveling 18,000 miles, 
with major addresses in all the big 
cities and platform talks wherever 
the train s'opped. He lost the eiec- 
tion by alienating the gold Demo- 
crats, not winning enough silver 
Republicans to offset that loss, »uit 
he impressed imself upon «the 
country as 4 strong factor in poll- 
tics and he was in strong demand 
as a lecturer on bimetallism fo: 
years thereafter. Willlam McKinley 
got 271 votes in the Electorial Col- 
lege against 171 for Mr. Bryan, a 
proportion out of line with the 
popular count which gave McKin- 
ley only about 1,200,000 votes more 
than Bryan in a total of less than 
14,000,000. 


Raised Regiment for Spanish War 

In 1897, Mr. Bryan wrote “The 
First Battle,” which gave him $49,- 
000 for a financial! start. The fol- 
lowing year he-raised a Nebraska 


infantry regiment for the Spanish 
War and was commissioned as its 
Colonel. Military life did not at- 
tract him except for the emergency 
and he lost no time in regaining 
his civilian status when the war 
ended. His soldier career gct him 
as far as Florida. 

The convention of 1900 found 
him still the party leader, and he 
received his second nomination for 
President. This time free. silver 
dropped into the background end 
imperialism became the chief is- 
sue, with incidental champlonship 
of the referendum and recall and 
“trust busting.”” His anti-imperia)- 
istic fire was directed agninst the 
retention of the Philippines and 
Porto Rico, which should be gran- 
ed independence, he declared, as 
was about to be done in Cuha. 
where military control had relaxed 
and the administration had -roin- 
ised to pass the island over to the 
natives. 

That election was not so omi- 
nous as the one of 1896, Mr. Bryan 
receiving 155 votes against 292 for 
McKinley. Then he started the 
Commoner, which became a 
money-maker at the outset. Yor 
years thereafter the ‘public heard 
of him as “The American Common- 
er,” his previous designation as 
“Boy Orator of the Platte” and 
“Peerless Leader,” having slipped 
Into the background -with free sil- 
ver. 

He went to the national conver- 
tion of 19064, a leas dominant fig- 
ure. The party leaders had de- 
clded that the issues raised by 
Bryan had been too radical and 
that party hope lay in the selection 
of a candidate who would have 
some prospect of regaining the 
East. Alton B. Parker's nomine- 
tion wag vigorously opposed by Mr. 
Bryan, who gave that candidate 
only tepid support itn the campaign. 
The convention of 1908 swung back 
to radical Bryanism and to him- 
self as the candidate, and was lost 
by an electoral vote of 321 for Wi!- 
Ham Howard Taft to 162 for the 
Democratic ticket. 

That seemed to end Mr. Bryan’s 
aspirations.to become President

Criticism found better fighting

Herald, in 1894. He had that con- 
nection when he went to the con- 
vention of 1896, in which he grew 
to national proportions. 

His productive activities in the 
office of Secretary of State had not 
been limited to peace treaties. The 
Mexican imbroglio, in which Amer- 
ican ships and troops were sent to 
Vera Cruz, occurred in his time. 
That special venture did not yield 
him special credit. but as a se- 
quence the Huerta administration 
was deposed and a constitutional] 
government was set up under Car- 
ranza, 

His service also covered a strain 
with Japan over the alien land 
laws of California. Mr. Bryan went 
to California to-compose matters 
and had several conferences with 
the Governor and the Legisiature. 
The mission led to the Webb bill, 
a compromise measure which mod- 
ified some of the restrictions against 
Japan and -was much milder than 
former proposals, although Tokio 
did not like it.

His controversy with President 
Willson over the increasing firm- 
ness of American notes to Germany 
was based on his repeated belief

When the Washineton Government 
finally took up the challenge. Mr. 
Bryan promptly declared that “‘Ger- 
many must be defeated at. all 
costs,” and he tendered his serv- 
ices as a private soldier to Presi- 
dent Wilson. 

Always an advocate of woman 
suffrage, he lectured and wrote for 
it upon his return to private life. 
He was even more ardent for pro- 
hibition, in which he became go ac- 
tive that he was charged with be- 
ing in the paid service of the Anti. 
Saloon League, which he did not 
deny. Then it became a public 
hobby with him te dispute the 
theory of evolution, his favorite 
lecture phrase being, “They can’t 
make a monkey of me.” From that 
it was an easy step to insistence 
upon literal interpretation of the 
Bible. 

The fundamentalists tn the Pres- 
byterian Church nominated him 
for moderator of the General As- 
sembly at Indianapolis in 1923. He 
led the balloting at first, receiving 
451 votes, but he was finally beaten 
by Dr. C. F. Wishart of the Univer- 
sity of Wooster. As the candidate 
second in final strength he expect- 
ed to be named as chairman of the 
committee on bills and overtures, 
the steering committee of the as- 
sembly, but Dr. Wishart gave that 
place to Dr. Hug Walker of Los 
Angeles, who had been third In the 
race.

| FIRST STEAMBOAT TO VISIT 


) 


ST, LOUIS CAME JULY 27, 1817 


Indians Fied Into Hills at Sight of 
the Lebuion M. Pike's 
Belching Funnels. 

Today is the 108th anniversary 
of the first visit to St. Louls of 


the “Zebulon M. Pike,” first steam- 
moat to navigate the Mississipp! 
above the mouth of the Ohio River. 
Some of the features of the event- 
ful July day in 1817, when the 
river was opened for navigation, 
were recalled today by Floyd C. 
Shoemaker, secretary of the Mis- 
souri Historical Society. 


The whole of the St. Leuts settie- 
ment turned out for the first sight 
of a steamboat here. Among them 
were many Indians, who fled to the 
hills in what is now the downtown 
district when they saw the steam- 
boat, its funnels belching smoke 
and sparks and its furnaces glaring. 
It is said the Indians would not re- 
turn to the river bank while the 
boat was there, ascribing its prog- 
ress through the water to a super- 
natural power. 

Two months after the Pike had 

tiled up here the “Independent,” 
another steamer, made the river 
trip up the Missouri to the town 
of Franklin. The opening of the 
river was then believed an event of 
great commercial moment, and 
Capt. Nelson of the “Independent’’ } 
was guest of honor at a banquet 
in honor of the vistt. 
Two of the toasts pronounced in 
honor of the day are recorded in 
the old archives of the Historical 
Society. The first, to Capt. Nelson, 
is: “The proprietor of the steam- 
boat, Independence. The imaginary 
dangers of the Missouri vanished 
before his enterprising genius.”’ 
The other toast was to the Missouri 
Territory and reat: ‘“Desirous to 
be numbered with the States on 
constitutional principles, but deter- 
mined never to submit to congres- 
sional usurpation.”

PARIS, July 27.—There is a hint 


Jof a plot to burn historic castles, 


following destruction by fire of the 
famous Chateau of Randan, near 


Vichy. 

Police are actively investigating 
the cause of the conflagration, the 
/Duchess of Montpensier, who in- 
herited the castle from her hus- 
band, who was of the Orleans fam- 
fly, having cast doubt on its origin, 

The fire broke out at 6 a. m. in 
an unused Chinese room. It is 
thought there were three guards 
in the castle but the blaze got be- 
yond control in a short time. 

The Chateau of Randan was one 
of many former royal castles which 
still’ add picturesqueness to the 
French landscape, vividly recalling 
feudal and prerepublican times. 
Because of their artistic value, 
these castles are a pride of the re- 
public; which keeps in order those 
belonging to the state, but they are 
a remnant of past royal splendor, 
which is offensive to a certain por- 
tion of the extreme revolutionists, 
and itt is feared the burning of the 
Chateau of Randan, with its art 
treasures, is part of the revolu- 
‘tionary propaganda, which is gtv- 
ing the French Government in 
creasing concern. : 

The portion of the castle in 
which the fire started was un- 
used, the electricity even cut off. 
The Duchess, who had not lived in 
tH@ castle since her husband died 
last year, decided to open it and 
she arrived two days ago to put it 
in order, necessitating the intro- 
duction of many persons into the 
castle, who during the time it was 
closed and under the care of three

LEADING GRAND PRIX 


Italian, Traveling 125 Miles an 
Hour, When Racing Car 
Crashes Into Railing.

Merday, when, leading the field at 
about 125’ miles an hour in the 
Grand Prix race at the new auto- 
drome, between the villages of 
Montiheiry and Linas, his Alfa Ro- 
meo car crashed into a ralfling. 

The race, with its prize of 150.- 
000 francs ($7500), was won by 
Benoist, a Frenchman, in a Delage, 
but only after two other Italians, 
also driving Alfa Roméos, one of 
whom was leading at 500 kilome- 
ters, withdrew when they learned 
their countryman had been killed.

Half way between the 
two villages his car whipped off 
the road, struck a barrier, cata- 
pulted back into the road and once 
again into the barrier, this time 
turning five somersaults.
